God, 2 Theſs. 2.4. who your ſelves Thee and Thou God, and cannor 
take that your ſelves, which you give unto God, and Chriſt; here thar 
which muſt be abaſed-is bag , Which the hand of che Lord is againſt, 
God ſaid Thee and Thouto Adam, and Adam ſaid Thee and Thou to 
God again, and God {aid Thee and Thou to Moſes, and Moſes ſaid 
Th: and Thou to God again: Iacob ſaid Thee and Theu to Lavan, and 
La: faid Thee and Tho to Iacob again: Thee and Thou is the proper 
Language throughout the Scripture to any lingle perion of what degree 
or account ſoever, ſearch and ſees ; 

Secondly; You who profeſs the Scriptures tobe your rule, all who 
are offended ar the proper, and al:othe pla in-language of the Spirit of 
truth: and Thee and Tho to any fingle perſon wharſorver, cither King, 
Lord, Duke,Judge, Caprain or Officer, you are ignorant of rhe lit of 
the Scripture, and allo ignoranc of the language of the Sp.rit of rruth, 
and knowsnotthe life ofthe holy men ot God; that ſaid, Th:r, and 
Tho: to all forts of pzople in the tingle perion, where and what'oever, 
as you may read at large in the books of Muſes, Samuel, and the books 
of Kings, Chronicles, and the writings of the oo” and holy Apo- 
ſtles: they all, upon any occaſion whatloever, ſpuke Thee and lho#; rhe 
words in their place are proper to any lingle perſnn, as the' Scriprures 
largely witneſfieth. 

I inſtance ſome examples for the better information of rhe Gmaple ones 
fake, who defirerto walk blameleſly before the Lord, and allo to ſtop the 
mouth of the deceiprtherein:filence all Reſh, and ſtand Rtil ſubrilry. 

Fi{Fexample. In the beginning God ſpake to Adam in Paradiſe, and 
ſaid Tho to him there; as you may read Gez. 2.7.8. & 16,17 . Verſes: & 
Adam wm the Paradiſe there ſaid Thou to God again, read Gca.3 .9,19.11, 
to the end of the chaprer. 

The Sccond Example. The Lord God of heaven andearth, Creator, 
and Governor thereof, he {poke ro his ſervant Moſes, as a mait (peaks to 
h;/«{r1end, and in his word ſaid Thee and Thou ro him; and Mvyſes the 
Servant ofthe Lord, ſpake to God again, and ſaid Thec and Thouto him, 
and God was nor offended at him for ir, neither did he ſay it was un- 
mannerly or uncivill, as proud fleſh doth now; neither did he ſay, take 
him away, 1 am in author!ty, and what a baſe word is this to Thoy me, 
as exalred proud fleſh doth in theſe dayes; Gods preſence, power and 
authoriry, hath union with Thee and Thow,then that power a thori- 
ty that cannot bear Thee and Thos is not of God, bur: judg h_ the 
higheſt power, even that which is of God. When Moſes 1 the 
powerful God, and in his preſence when he ſpake facero with him 
as a man ſpeaksfo his friend, God was not offended at him for it, bur 
] oved him dearly, and taid, his preſence thauld go with him, and his 
goodneſs ſhould paſs before him. Read ye the ſweer -and pure language 
berween God and Moſes, who friendly did thee and thou each other, 
and the love ſtood firm; and with God andais friends. ir ' is the ſame

When God ſpake to Iacob, be ſaid thee and 
thou to him, and Lacob at that time when he ſpake with God, and ſaw 
his face, he then inthe preſence of the Lord did ſay Thee and Thou to 

| him again, and the Lord God-was not offended at 1:cob, for ſaying thox 

| to him, as proud fleſh and the ſervants of the devil are offended ar the 
word Thou, ſpoken by the ſervants of the Lord in this generation, the 
living God, he was ſo wel pleaſcd with Jacob, who ſaid Tho, to him, 
that he blefled him, and gave him power and ſaid, As a Prince haſt 
thou power with God, and with mea, and baſt prevailed, Gen. 32. 26. 
27,28. read that ſweet language betwixt God and Iacob, which is now 
berwixt God and his ſeed, which language is called uncivill or unman- 
nerly now with the Serpent and his hed, ro ſay Thee and Thoy, bur 
God did not tel lacob that it was uncjvill, neither did he ſay it was un- 
mannerly, to ſay thoy to him. And in his prelence, when he ſaw Gods 
face, and was preſerved, and received the blefling trom the Lord, Gen. 
32.:28,29,39.

The fifth Example; leptha,who was a Judge in Iſrael , he did thee 
and thou his Daughter, and the Judges Daughter did thee and thou the 
Judge her Father again; and though he were a Judge, he was nor offen- 
dcd at his Daughter for ſaying thou to him, being one that fcarcd God, 

' and ſerved him, neither did be call it uncivill or unmannerly: as proud 
fleth doth now, and iuch parents as are untaught the feare and obedi- Iudg.ti.*5.35 
ence tothe Lord, which cannot bear the language of the ſpir;r of rruth, gc, 

either trom their children or others that are in the truth, witneſlled in

Theeleventh example. The Chaldeans did thoy the King, and he were 
not offended arthem for-it: read Dan.3.$.9,10. 

The twelſth example. lercymiah the true Propher of the Lord did thoy the 
Prieſt and the Governour, when the Prieſt ſmore lercmiah onthe face, 
out of the Pride of his Wicked hearr, and cauſed the ſervant of the Lord 
to be ſet in the Stocks in the high Gate of Benjamin.
